‘Six —The late action of our regular force on 
the frontier being = good deal discumed here, 
‘and I having been through the affait on that 
river, a few words from me on the matter may 
‘explain some of the points discussed. 





der Col. Peacock, of the 16th, moved up the 
Niagara towards Fort Erie, The force num- 
bered 450 men and six guns, (the « Bay Bat. 
tery"). It was carried by rail ax far as Chippe- 
wa, and was, therefore, fresh for tie next day. 
On Saturday it was put in march after 7 a. m., 
and went about 14 miles, coming to a haltone 
mile from Stevensville (on the Lodom road), 
to rest, In the evening it again wenton. The 
force had 0 cavalry or mounted scouts, and, 
for @ time, Col. Peacock was unaware of the 
fight at Limestone Ridge. He could have got 
some scouts frém the young men scouring 
‘about on their horses to-keep them out of the 
hands of the Fenians. 

‘That evening the force was joined by more 
troops, under Col. Lowry of the 47th, and 
pushed on as far as Frenchman's Creek, the 
bridge over which was broken up near’ that 
point. The column passed the night there, 

‘On Sunday the force pushed on, came near 
Fort Erie, and threw out skirmish’ lines with 
‘supports, encircling the ground about the old 
fort Here it was hoped to bag the main body 
ofthe Fenians, but, on the skirmishers getting 
Lup to the site of the fort, no enemy was to be 

‘They bad, the night before, ctmyed to 
reerons the Niagara, and ad been taken by 
the U. 8. gunboat Michigan. 

‘Now, I will make a tew comments, The 
force, while under Col. Peacock, lost time, first 
at Chippewa, and next near Stevensville. "The 
‘weather was fine, and the roads were good, 60 
that the column ought to have marched at 5 
‘am, and rested only an hour near the latter 








place. 

In the next place, Col, Peacock might have 
employed mounted scouts, bat did not, that I 
know of, and he was consequently ignorant of 
the Fenian movements 

Col, Peacock's force was small, it 
Tas hie duty to get up with the enemy, tnd 
keep them in sight. It was not necessary to 
‘engage them. On the contrary he should dis- 
‘engage his force, if they made an attack, which 
they would not have done, as.they were falling 
back to regain their base, or point of crossing. 
Had the Colonel followed the enemy, they 
could only have attempted to recross the river 
tunder his fire, and the fate of a part of them 
would have been settled. 

‘Col. Lowry ‘on with energy, but-it 
was too inte. It must be mid, however, that 
the reinforcements which be brought up with 
him gpabled him to act more boldly than Col. 
Peacock did, 

T think, that the unsatisiactory termination 
of the operations on the Niagara was owing to

times ouly for a few weeks, aml at most from 
‘one session to another. The suspetsion of 
the act since Charles’ times were in the fol 
Towing years, namely in 1639, 1696, 1708, 
1716, 1722, 1744, 1777, 1794, 1798, 1799, 
1801, 1803, 1817, 1848, Tt need scarcely 
be obvervedt that several of the latter suspen- 
sions have relation to Ireland only, where 
\Uunaffection made stringent measures indis- 
peosible. The nature of the Act itself, as 
well as the real effect of its suspension, 
vs not generally understood. ‘The Act which 
the Legislaturé-passed on Friday empowers 
the government to arrest suspected persons

‘There ean be no question that, 
politically, the sun abines on v0 people ea- 
joying grester liberty than ourselves; but, 
taunicipally, it is to be feared that we cannot 
justly indulge in the same proud boast. The 
law astigas our local governments an influ 
ence almost despotic. And they wie it. Un- 
limited power of taxation and unquestionable 
authority for expenditare is givgn tem, and 
that these are not always wisely employed we 


power be provided? It may be sail that we 
‘ourselves create these imperiums—that they 
‘originate and exist only in our sullrages true, 
but the elected are not always the best guar 
diana of the electors, aa every body knows. 

‘A.great deal of valuable trme haa, in re 
‘cent sessivis, been spent in endeavours to 
aller our municipal and assesament acts, and 
Mr. Mackeasie’s Billa will, vo doubt, occupy 
‘s considerable portion of the present one. We 
regret to say, that, in several instances, we 
diesen; entirely trom the proposed alteraticls. 
‘We tear, it enncted, they will tend yet further 
to democratize our institutionfand we hold 
that, for the present, and for a long time to 
come, we have gone quite far enough in that 
direction. We have even reason to fear that 
‘attempts will be made to introduce the thin 
‘eud of « wedge that shall open upon us that 
monstrous ereation, an elective magistracy. 
‘We hope to ved this and similar innovations 
mont resolutely opposé. : 
We should have been pleased to have seen 
many dnd extensive improvements in our 
‘assessrment system proposel—a limitation and 
centro! it ‘more definite system 
of grating licences, so ax to obviate, as far 
‘a+ pomnble, the present arbitrary interference 
with trasdeand business. We would prohibit, in 
all aave certain peculiar cases,—to wit, where 
it could be proved that a person designedly 
eft hia property unproductive, the assessnent 
of uncecupied houses and lands. Tt is an 
outrageous hardship for a man to le taxed 
upon his losses. We would also very consid 
erably modify the exorbitant asestrvent 
levied on amusements.—They do thowe thing 
Detter in France.
